We  also  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Francis 
Lindbloom,  who  donated  her  services  to  administer  the 
same  program  when  Mrs.  Chase's  other  commitments 
made  it  impossible  for  her  to  continue. 

We  are  looking  for  someone  interested  in  being 
Cemetery  sexton.  Scott  Chase  and  crew  did  a  fine  job 
mowing  last  year,  but  there  is  much  other  cemetery 
work  that  should  be  taken  care  of  which  has  been 
neglected  because  of  a  help  shortage. 

We  have  come  up  with  an  idea  and  would  like  the 
opinion  of  tax  payers  on  the  subject.  A  full  time  town 
employee  to  oversee  cemeteries,  do  town  janitorial  du- 
ties and  minor  maintenance  to  town  buildings.  With  a 
salary  that  might  attract  someone  on  Social  Security 
to  fill  in  the  pay  gap  between  Social  Security  benefits 
and  full  time  employment  pay.

According  to  figures  from  Ralph  Riley,  State  Li- 
brary consultant  at  the  Extension  Office  in  Littleton, 
book  prices,  between  1967-1971  rose  57.18  percent. 
The  increase  for  the  one-year  period  1970-71  was  al- 
most 19  percent.  This  library  has,  I  believe,  always 
stayed  within  its  appropriation,  but  it  is  becomng  in- 
creasingly difficult  to  do  so.  This  was  the  second  year 
that  the  State  Library  grant  of  $100.00  was  not  made. 
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This  money,  to  be  used  only  for  reference  books,  had 
enabled  us  to  build  our  collection  slowly.  Because 
orders  for  books  in  the  fall  were  so  slow  in  being 
shipped,  we  owe  about  $120.00  for  books  on  order, 
thereby  reducing  the  reported  balance  considerably, 
an  amount  that  the  new  budget  for  books  must  ab- 
sorb. 

However,  we  are  fortunate  that,  because  of  your 
generosity,  so  many  books,  both  hard  cover  and  pa- 
perback, many  of  them  very  recent,  as  well  as  hun- 
dreds of  back  copies  of  magazines,  continue  to  be 
given  to  the  library.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  that 
donors  include  children.  The  teachers  bring  their 
classes  to  the  library  on  a  regular  basis.  For  your 
many  gifts  and  your  cooperation,  the  trustees  and  I 
are  deeply  appreciative.  We  are  fortunate  too  that 
our  resources  continue  to  be  supplemented  by  the 
Bookmobile,  the  State  Library,  and  the  Extension  of- 
fice. 

For  the  sixth  consecutive  summer  Linda  Lamarre 
conducted  the  children's  Story  Hour  during  July  and 
August.  Last  winter  Mrs.  Thelma  Hubbard  of  Fran- 
conia  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Daniels  of  Lisbon  conducted  the 
Good  News  Bible  Club  for  children  in  Grades  1 
through  6.  The  class  met  after  school  in  the  back 
room  at  the  library  on  Thursday  afternoon  from  3  :15 
to  4:15.  The  program  is  sponsored  by  the  Child  Evan- 
gelism Fellowship  of  New  Hampshire.

We  feel  that  a  new  pump  is  necessary  as  the 
two  we  now  have  are  twenty  years  old  and  have  seen  a 
great  deal  of  service.  This  new  piece  of  equipment 
should  be  ready  for  the  spring  fire  season.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE 
WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  state-town 
program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the  Director, 
Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible 
for  fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares  equally 
with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except  illegal  and  care- 
less fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State 
further  provides  fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs,  fire 
training  for  town  wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire 
suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  controls 
all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires.  Any 
person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  must  obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00  A.M. 
and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an  ex- 
tremely useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run  wild 
it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only  you  can  pre- 
vent a  forest  fire.

Regularly  scheduled  meetings  are  held  the  second 
Friday  of  each  month  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  at  8:00 
P.M.  All  of  our  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

Many  of  you  have  taken  the  trouble  to  indicate  your 
support  and  make  helpful  suggestions.  A  number  of 
people  have  seen  the  need  for  zoning  and  have  urged 
the  board  to  plan  in  this  area.  The  board  has  been,  and 
still  is  working  on  a  zoning  plan  to  present  to  the  voters.

I  submit,  herewith,  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

In  order  to  alert  voters  and  taxpayers  of  possible 
budget  increases  in  the  future,  a  discussion  of  the 
handicap  law  seems  appropriate  at  this  time. 

Many  of  you  have  heard  or  read  about  the  handicap 
law  now  on  the  books  in  New  Hampshire.  In  essence, 
this  means  that  any  child  in  a  school  district  is  en- 
titled to  an  education  at  school  district  expense  wheth- 
er it  be  in  or  out  of  the  district. 
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Also,  it  is  incumbent  upon  a  school  district  to  pay 
tuition,  up  to  state  average,  and  transportation  must 
be  provided,  at  district  expense,  up  to  the  state  aver- 
age. An  example  of  the  possible  cost  to  a  district  for 
handicap  expense  would  be:

The  foregoing  outline  is  not  meant  to  alarm  the  vot- 
ing public  but  we  are  merely  going  on  record  as  in- 
forming the  Bath  School  District  voters  of  additional 
fiscal  responsibilities  in  the  future. 

At  this  writing  the  Bath  School  District's  gross  bud- 
get for  1973-74  shows  an  increase  of  $5,778.25,  or  a 
percentage  increase  of  approximately  5  % .  Several 
areas  responsible  for  the  increase  are : 

*  Shared  Services  has  been  added  to  the  budget  this 
year.  This  particular  item  involves  the  employment 
of  Guidance,  Art,  Music  and  Physical  Education 
teachers  on  a  shared  basis  with  three  other  elemen- 
tary schools  in  the  Union.  The  total  cost  of  the  pro- 
gram is  $6,037.63. 

*Teachers  have  received  a  59c  increase  for  1973-74 
and  the  cost  will  be  $1,090.00. 

*It  seems  that  we  may  not  receive  Title  I  funds  in 
1973-74.  If  these  funds  are  not  forthcoming  a  deci- 
sion will  have  to  be  made  relative  to  the  remedial 
reading  program  in  the  school ;  whether  to  abandon 
the  program  or  fund  it  with  local  tax  dollars.  If  the 
decision  is  for  the  latter,  a  deficit  appropriation  will 
more  than  likely  be  asked  for  in  the  1974-1975  bud- 
get. 
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Tuition  payment  is  always  the  major  item  in  our 
school  budget.  After  reviewing  our  student  population, 
the  following  is  our  breakdown  for  1973-1974 :

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  to  the  voters  of  the  Bath 
School  District. 

You  may  recall  that  one  year  ago  the  Bath  Village  School  bene- 
fitted from  the  addition  of  special  teachers  in  the  areas  of  physical 
education,  art,  guidance,  and  library  services.  These  positions  were 
funded  by  federal  monies.  In  June  of  1972  the  funds  for  all  but  one 
of  these  positions  were  eliminated.  The  funds  for  the  remaining 
position,  physical  education,  will  be  eliminated  by  June  of  1973  if 
not  sooner.  In  order  to  replace  these  services  and  comply  with 
minimum  standards,  a  shared  services  plan  will  be  initiated  in  the 
fall  of  1973.  The  purpose  of  this  plan  is  to  provide  required  education- 
al services  for  smaller  school  districts  in  a  way  that  is  both  practical 
and  economical.  The  teachers  will  work  on  an  itinerant  basis.  Each 
district  will  be  charged  on  a  prorated  basis  depending  upon  the 
number  of  services  purchased.  Present  plans  call  for  physical  educa- 
tion, art,  music,  and  guidance  for  Bath  commencing  in  the  fall  of 
1973. 

Our  speech  and  hearing  program  has  entered  its  third  year  of 
operation  and  continues  to  produce  good  results.  Our  new  therapist, 
Mr.  John  Ferente,  visits  the  school  every  other  week  giving  individ- 
ual help  to  the  three  children  who  participate.  The  cost  of  this  serv- 
ice is  provided  by  the  school  district  through  North  Country  Educa- 
tion Services. 

Mrs.  Clough's  remedial  reading  program  continues  to  provide 
daily  help  for  children  with  reading  difficulties.  We  feel  that  this  pro- 
gram has  been  of  great  help.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  this 
activity  is  funded  entirely  with  federal  funds.  At  this  point  in  time 
we  are  very  unsure  as  to  what  the  federal  funding  situation  will  be 
for  next  year. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  completed  in  a  con- 
tinuing attempt  to  improve  our  school  facilities.  A  utility  room  has 
been  added  downstairs.  This  room  can  be  used  for  art  instruction 
and  possibly  for  in-school  library  services.  All  of  the  work  done  was 
consistent  with  state  safety  standards. 

Our  school  lunch  program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Tewksbury 
and  her  assistant  Mrs.  Clough  continues  to  provide  our  children  with 
a  nutritious  noon  meal.  We  are  grateful  for  the  fine  job  they  are 
doing. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  principal  and  staff  as 
well  as  the  school  board  for  their  support  and  cooperation.

Following  this  report  is  the  state  law  regarding  Immu- 
nization Requirements. 
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RE:      Immunization   Requirements  for  School    Entrants 

FROM:     Newell  J.  Paire 

Commissioner  of  Education 

I  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  forward  to  you  the  in- 
formation recently  received  by  the  Department  of  Education 
which  relates  to  Immunization  Requirements  for  school  en- 
trants. The  purpose  of  this  directive  is  to  make  clear  to  you 
which  immunizations  are  now  required,  RSA  200:38  "Control 
and  Prevention  of  Communicable  Diseases"  was  passed  during 
the  last  legislative  session,  July  1971. 

200:38 — I  states  "All  children  shall  be  immunized  prior  to 
school  entrance  according  to  the  current  recommendations  of 
the  State  Public  Health  Agency." 

The  recommendations  of  the  Division  of  Public  Health 
become  requirements  of  the  State  Board  and  local  school 
boards  by  this  statute. 

The  immunizations  listed  below  must  be  completed  prior 
to  school  entry: 

1.  Measles  Vaccine  (live-attenuated) 

(Having  had  measles  is  acceptable,  when  verified) 

2.  Oral  Trivalent  Polio  Vaccine  (Sabin) 

3.  Diphtheria,  Pertussis,  and  Tetanus  (DPT) 
(Adult  type  DT  when  over  6  years  of  age) 

4.  Rubella  Vaccine 

Routine  smallpox  vaccination  is  not  recommended. 
Other  vaccinations  are  optional. 

200:38 — III  states  "All  children  shall  be  examined  prior 
to  school  entrance  to  detect  symptoms  of  tuberculosis  and  may 
be  periodically  examined  during  his  school  experience." 

Tuberculin   Test    (intradermal)      (Within   one   year 
prior  to  school  entrance) 

It  is  urgent  that  parents  be  informed  of  this  requirement  at 
the  earliest  possible  date,  so  that  the  necessary  plans  can  be 
made  with  the  family  physician  or  other  medical  resource  to  ac- 
complish this  standard  prior  to  opening  of  the  next  school  year. 

A  recommended  schedule  for  initial  immunizations  and 
boosters  will  be  made  available  to  all  health  care  providers  at 
an  early  date  by  the  Division  of  Public  Health. 


REPORT  OF  THE  WHITE  MOUNTAINS  REGION  ASSOCIATION 

SUMMARY  PROGRAM  OF  THE  WHITE 

MOUNTAINS  REGION  ASSOCIATION 

1972  —  (35th  Year) 

The  officers  and  directors  held  two  meetings  to  re-assess  the 
goals  and  projects  of  the  Association  to  make  them  more  meaning- 
ful for  the  1970's.  Out  of  these  two,  eight  hour  sessions  came  agree- 
ments on  five  programatic  objectives.  They  were  the  need  to  insure 
a  quality  environment,  orderly  development,  improved  public  trans- 
portation facilities,  vocational  training,  and  the  need  for  a  commu- 
nity college.  The  first  objective  has  received  the  most  attention  since 
these  sessions  were  held.  In  this  regard  the  Association  sponsored  a 
workshop  on  air  pollution  in  Berlin. 

The  Association  has  spoken  out  on  the  need  to  preserve  the 
small  family  farms  and,  thus,  it  has  actively  supported  the  Open 
Space  Bill,  HB44.  The  Bill  permits  selectmen  to  tax  land  upon 
current  use  instead  of  its  potential  value.  The  Association  spoke  out 
in  support  of  this  Bill  at  a  senate  hearing  in  Concord  and  contacted 
the  state  senators  and  representatives  in  the  region  notifying  them 
of  the  Association's  position  on  the  subject. 

The  Association  sponsored  a  very  successful  sewage  conference 
in  Waterville  Valley.  Billed  as  a  "sharing  of  ideas"  the  conference 
dealt  with  some  new  concepts  in  sewage  treatment  such  as  combin- 
ing wood  wastes  with  sewage  to  make  fertilizer. 

The  Association  organized  a  hearing  on  regional  planning  in 
Twin  Mountain  and  worked  with  the  Town  of  Carroll  in  setting  up 
what  turned  out  to  be  the  most  successful  snowmobile  hearing  in 
the  State. 

Finally,  as  an  integral  part  of  its  annual  meeting  the  Associa- 
tion, held  a  very  exciting  panel  discussion  on  "Development/En- 
vironment." Gov.  Frank  W.  Sargent  of  Massachusetts,  a  former 
commissioner  in  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  there,  ad- 
dressed the  group  following  the  annual  dinner  on  a  theme  in  keeping 
with  the  theme  of  the  meeting,  "Best  Use  of  Our  Natural  Re- 
sources." 

Non-environmental  Association  activities  for  the  past  year  in- 
cluded: help  in  preparing  background  information  for  the  Berlin  and 
Whitefield  Airports  for  the  hearings  in  Concord  before  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board;  creation  of  a  new  Association  logo  and  a  very 
successful  fall  foliage  shunpike  folder;  continued  promotion  of  the 
off  season  through  news  releases  and  the  sponsorship  of  several 
canoe  races,  the  most  ambitious  and  successful  of  which  was  the 
New  England  Canoe  Slalom  held  in  Campton.  Also,  the  Association 
assisted  a  group  in  Berlin  develop  a  plan  for  a  hotel  trade  learning 
course. 
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In  preparation  is  a  canoeing  folder,  which,  if  enough  advertising 
can  be  sold,  should  be  out  well  before  Spring  of  1973. 

Organized  a  meeting  and  prepared  a  statement  regarding  the 
then  proposed  visitor's  information  center  on  the  Kancamagus  High- 
way with  the  U.S.  Forest  Service. 

Presented  awards  to  4-H  Clubs  in  both  Coos  and  Grafton 
Counties. 

Appeared  on  six  radio  programs,  attended  one  travel  show  in 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  spoke  before  several  groups  in  the 
Region. 

Inquiries  for  the  year  totaled  5,501. 

Wrote  45  news  releases  and  126  personal  letters. 

Also  wrote  five  newsletters,  "Recreation  Pressures  in  the  White 
Mountain  National  Forest,"  "New  Year's  Resolution!,"  "Our  Open 
Space",  one  on  the  "Sewage  Conference",  and  a  personal  news- 
letter by  John  P.  Wilson.
